CHIEF’S STATEMENT.

end we shall co-operate with the 
United States authorities in arresting 
and prosecuting these agitators. 

“To prevent trouble in this direc- 
tion I have issued instructions that 
no speeches of an inflammatory char- 
acter will be permitted, especially in 
the vicinity of the Plaza wherein the 
Mexicans in Los Angeles congregate 
to visit. exchange opinions and toe 
speak for and against the policies of 
this country and Mexico. To many 
this order may seem unnecessary, but 
I deem it expedient and I intend to 
enforce it to the letter to the end 
that Los Angeles may continue to en- 
joy peace and fréedom from local or 
internecine trouble in which armed 
men are engaged.”

EXPECTED 


WASHINGTON, April 22.—News 
that Gen. Venustiano Carranza, Con- 
stitutionalist chief, had regarded the 
seizure of Vera Cruz by the American 
naval forces as an act of hostility 
to the Mexican nation, fell like a 
bombshell in official circles tonight. 

President Wilson had especially dis- | 
claimed any act of hostility to Mexica 
people, particularizing Gen. Huerta as 
the object of the American operations 
to procure reprisal for offenses 
at Tampico and elsewhere against the 
American flag.

JUAREZ, April 22.—American cat- 
tlemen engaged in the Chihuahua ex- 
port trade discovered today that more 
than twenty of their number had 
been duped through the purchase of 
so-called exclusive concessions whica 
are said to have been signed by Gen.

In the rush to get the cattle across 
the line in expectation of possible dis- 
order, it was found that the permits 
sold by the rebel leader were worth- 
less, inasmuch as the authorities re- 
fused to recognize the licenses or to 
allow any cattle to be taken from the 
State. 

John Noonan of Nogales, formerly 
chief of the secret service at that 
point, arrived today to investigate 
why a permit bought from Gen. Car- 
ranza by an Arizona firm had been 
held up. 

It was learned that the Arizona con- 
cern had paid $3000 gold for the ex- 
clusive privilege of bringing out cat- 
the from the Madero district, but 
neither Noonan nor the legal repre- 
sentatives of the company were able 
to obtain satisfaction. Later it was 
brought out that Carranza or some 
one acting for him had sold the “good 
will” of the first chief to all appli- 
cants, and in each case the operators 
believed they were the only ones so 
favored. 

The amounts said to have been paid 
and the disposition made of the money 
can only be conjectured, but the cat- 
tlemen make no secret of the fact that 
they have been “stung.”

PEACEFUL” OCCUPATION 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 


Federal officials and only the Mayor, 
Roberto Diaz, could be located. 


MAYOR SNUBS FLETCHER. 

When Franco tried to communi- 
cate with the Mayor he was refused 
admission by Mexican guards sta- 
tioned at the door. Franco then 


crawled over the roof of an adjoining 
building into the court of the Diaz 
residence, but he did not succeed in 
seeing the Mayor. 

Senor Diaz refused to leave his 

room as Consul Canada’s messen- 
ger shouted the contents of Rear- 
Admiral Fletcher's note to the Mayor 
and personally appealed to him to 
yield in order to save the city from 
bombardment by the American ships, 
reminding him of the grave risk to 
the families of Mexicans and others 
in the city. 

Communication between the port 
of Vera Cruz and the Federal 
capital has been severed. All the 
telegraph and cable wires are down 
and E. F. Hundley, superintendent of 
terminals, has been unable to ascer- 
tairi what has become of the trains 
that were on their way yesterday from 
Mexico City when the landing of 
Americ marines and  bluejackets 
took place. At the termifial here 
there are eight locomotives and sev- 
eral hundred cars. 

The unwillingness of storekeepers 
to keep their places open and the al- 
most total depletion of supplies at 
the restaurants where the proprietors 
continued doing business made it difmfi- 
cult for any one except the American 
fighting forces to obtain anything to 
eat. 

ORDERS THE OCCUPATION. 

Rear-Admiral Fletcher at 8:30 a.m. 


ordered a general movement for the 
occupation of all the town, A column 
of bluejackets advanced aad passed 
the uncompleted market place and 
naval college. ‘When they had 
reached the walls of the college a ter- 
rific rifle fire was poured in all direc- 
tions from the roof and the windows. 
The bluejackets were helpless to re- 
turn the fire against tho stone walls 
und scattered. - 

The Prairie, Chester and San Fran- 
clsaco opened with their five and six- 
inch guns and shattered the walis. 
The bluejackets reformed and ad- 
vanced against the fire, which had 
diminished greatly. 4 

By 10 o'clock there was only desul- 
tory firing from the inshore side of 
the tower. Battalions of bluejackets 
had made their way along the water 
front to the southern end of the town 
and cleared several streets, but the 
sniping from houses continued at in- 
tervala. 

The scout cruiser Chester pounded 

ulldings on the outskirts with six- 
fhch shells, firing over the heads of 
the men ashore and showing almost 
perfect marksmanship. 

The «céneral movement from all 
these positions taken yesterday began 
in the direction of the main plaza. 
The marines under Lieut.-Col. Wen- 
dell C. Neville moved to the south- 
ward along paraliel streets towards 
the center of the city, while marines 
commanded by Lieutenant-Command- 
er Buchanan of the Florida and Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Arthur B. Keating 
of the Arkansas were ordered from 
their positions east of the center to- 
wards the plaza. 

The two forces swung forward with 
a rush for a distance of three blocks. 
The machine-gun and rifle fire was 
supplemented by shell fire from the 
smaller guns of the Prairie and Ches- 
ter. The ships’ guns supported the 
movement of clearing the roofs to the 
south ana east, occasionaly dropping 
a shell a few hundred yards in ad- 
vance. 

Buchanan's men, under direct com- 


mand of lieut. Guy W. O. Castle, 
moved forward to a position one 
block east of the plaza. Other de- 


tachments occupied positions to the 
north and west. Both marines and 
biluejackets dragged light field pieces, 
but there was little work for them. 

There was no organized resistance, 
but from the very beginning of the 
advance a smart fire came from the 
defenders on the housetops.* which 
invariably drew a merciless fre frum 
the advancing parties. 


Another deploying column, com- 
manded by Lieut.-Col. Neville, oc- 
cupied the long treight and passenger 
sheds where the old Mexican Railway 
Station stood at the foot of Calle In- 
dependencia. 

A squad of Mexican Federals were 


then seen occupying a position four. 


blocks up Calle Independencia from 
Col. Neville’s column, and two of his 
Maxim rapid-fire guns were ordered 
into action. All hopes of peaceful! 


|} occupation of Vera Cruz had disap- 
‘| peared in thin air. 


Orders from Capt. W. R. Rush of 
the battleship Floriday command- 
ing operations ashore, were sent to 
Lieut.-Col. Neville not to attract the 
enemy's fire, but to protect his men. 
That was enough, however. to give 
them an opportunity they had so long 
looked for, and when the Mexican 
sharpshooters opened fire on Lieut.- 
Col. Neville’s column, the marines, 
lying on their stomachs and kneeling 
behind positions of defense, fired at 
will, and Calle Independencia again 
knew what it was to be swept by a 
hail of bullets. 

There was no quivering or fear on 
the part of the Americans. Each 
man aimed his rifie and his aim was 
accurate. Men who had never before 


seen service tought like veterans and 


showed what American manhood can 
do. 

All along Calle Independencia and 
Calle de Montesinos the sound of 
fighting was in the air. The enemy 
was posted on buildings all along the 
two streets, and from the roof of the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Company’s office in 
Calle ‘Independencia an annoying 
fre was directed at-.the marines and

Col. Dyer, with two Colt automatic 
rapid-fire guns, was sent to do it. The 
guns were served by men under Capt. 
Hughes. veterans of the Philippines, 
and when they had finished there was 
no more volley firing from those Mex- 
jean positions and only an occasional 
“sniping” by sharpshooters, 

Bluejackets from the battleship 
Florida had been sent to occupy a po- 
gition on the vacant lot opposite the 
American Consulate, Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Buchanan and Lieut. Cogs- 
well, commanding. Bullets were fly- 
ing over them and the place was 
swept by shot, but the men were 
laughing and joking and declared that 
it was like old times in the Philip- 
pines. Much of the heaviest fighting 
of the day fell to those men, but, down 
on their stomachs in the grass, they 


answered the enemy shot for shot and 


poured a hail of bullets with well- 
directed effect into the customhouse 
and warehouses and at the towers of 
the old Benito Juarez lighthouse. The 
Prairie finally came to their assist- 
ance and shelled the enemy's posi- 
tion, 


FIELD GUNS LIMBERED. 
From the Benito Juarez lighthouse, 
however, sharpshooters continued to 
pick off American marines until 
Lieutenant - Commander Buchanan 
limbered the field guns he had brought 
with him and turned them against the 
encient towers. The first shot went 
high, but the second followed imme- 
diately, and the tower swayed and 
rocked a brief moment, and then, 


relic of the rule of Spain, it came 
tumbling down, a pie of smashed 
stone and mortar. 

It was war, and it was grim visaged. 

Another picture appeared upon the 
screen then, and it was one that 
showed war's terrors. Hospital at- 
tendants darted here and there and 
stretcher-bearers bore their loads of 
wounded and dead men from the field 
of battle. The postoffice and the ho- 
tel terminal had been converted into 
emergency hospitals and the wounded 
were carried there. 

Among the dead was Corp. Hag- 
gerty of Capt. Dyer’s company. 

By 1 o’clock in the afternoon the 
enemy had been driven in and was 
concentrating in the-center of the city. 
Mexicans occupled all the buildings 
south of the Hotel Diligencia. 

The Prairie was ordered to direct 
her guns against the enemy there, 
and her five-pounders began to speak. 
An occasional shot from the transport 
was sent over the city to the sand 
hills beyond, where Mexicans appeared 
to be in retreat. 

At forty minutes past 1 o’clock a 
battalion of bluejackets held in re- 
serve on the battleship Utah came 
ashore to support their comrades from 
the battleship Florida, still under an 
annoying fire from Mexican sharp- 
shooters. The Florida's men charged 
across the commons at double-quick 
and advanced northward toward the 
Plaza Constitucional. The men were 
eager to get into action and they drove 
the enemy precipitously before them 
and back farther into the city toward 
the sand hills and the commandancia. 


.With the additiun of marines and 


bluejackets from the Utah. More 
than 1000 were ashore, in the thick 
of the fighting. Men from the Utah 
brought with them two Bennet-Mer- 
cer rapid-fire guns and they were im- 
mediately put into use, with deadly 
effect to the Mexicans. 

Sharpshooters directed their fire not 
only at the American troops, but at 
the American Consulate, and between 
®* and 3 o’cloek the. Consulate was 
struck six times by rifle bullets, chip- 
ping off plaster and wood and break- 
ing windows. 

Again, later in the afternoon, was 
the Prairie called upon to use her 
five-pounders. Midshipmen on the 
Mexican Academy had for hours di- 
rected a strong fire against the ma- 
rines and bluejackets and could not 
be dislodged. 

SECOND DEMAN®D. 


The second demand for the sur- 
render of Vera Cruz came soon after- 
wards. Capt. Huse, Rear-Admiral 
Fletcher's chief of staff, came ashore 
and dispatched a messenger from the 
Consulate demanding that the firing 
must cease and threatening to use the 
twelve-inch guns of the battleships un- 
leas the Mexican commander gave the 
necessary command.

OW PRESIDENT 
DID THE TRICK. 


VERA CRUZ CAPTURE PDANNED 
OVER THE TELEPHONE. 


Called Out of Bed by Word That 
a German Vessel Loaded With Am- 
munition for Heurta Was Ap- 
Proaching the Mexican Port He 
Orders Fletcher to Act. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.} 
WASHINGTON, April 22.—-The 
story of how President Wilson ordered 
the customhouse at Vera Cruz to be 
seized was revealed today. 

The President had gone to bed 
Monday night after having read his 
message to Congress. The Senate was 


debating the joint resolution to ap- 
prove the use of the army and navy, 
and the President had determined to 
withhold action until the resolution 
pasged, although feeling that in an 
emergency the Executive had ample 
authority to act. 

At 4 o'clock Tuesday morning Sec- 
retary Bryan received a cablegram 
from Consul Canada telling of the 
upproach of a German vessel with a 
tremendous cargo of ammunition for 
Huerta. Locomotives and cars were 
in readiness to rush the arms to 
Mexico City. 

Bryan telephoned Secretary Tu- 
multy, who decided to awaken the 
President. He telephoned the White 
House. The servants were timid, but 
Tumulty insisted. Finally the Presi- 
dent came to the telephone and while 
Secretary Tumulty was explaining the 
situation, Secretary Danield called up 
and was put 6n the same line. He 
too, had a dispatch abeut the ammu- 
uition. 

Rear-Admiral Fletcher had sent a 
wireless that 15,000,000 rounds of 
ammunition and 250 machine guns 
would be landed from the German 
vessel by noon that day. The Presi- 
dent listened in silence. 

“What shall we do?” asked Secre- 
tary Daniels. ; 

“Tell Fletcher to seize the custom- 
house,” replied the President, with- 
out hesitation. 

“Good night,” said the Secretary. 

The telephone conference ended and 
in a few minutes wireless dispatches 
were on their way to Rear-Admiral 
Fietcher. He received the message at 
10 a.m., and an hour later American 
marines had landed and taken posses- 
sion of the customhouse. The am- 
munition will go back to its shippers 
in Germany.

ACRAMENTO, April 

following statement was given 

out by Goy. Hiram W. Johnson 
late tonight: 

“For some time past the citizens 
upon the border of San Diego county 
and those in Imperial county have 
been requesting protection.

depends, are situated upon the bor- 
der, and near them is stationed a con- 
siderable force of Mexican Federals.

“ON AMERICANS. 


Preparations Made to Protect 
Residents of Tampico, 


Hint of Intervention Might 
Precipitate Attack. 


Hotel to Be Rallying Place 
for All Foreigners. 


(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
TAMPICO (Mex.) April 20 (via 
Galveston, April 22.)—-lIt was known 
that Admiral Mayo had made alii 
prepagations for protecting Americans 
ashore, but details were withheld be- 
cause the admiral wished to avoid 
unnecessary alarm. 

The first hint of intervention, it 
was feared, might precipitate an at- 
tack on Americans and if an out- 
break should come, the Imperial 


which is filled with Americans, 
likely would be the center of attack. 
The hotel, however, easily couid 
be made defensible. It is near the 
river and readily accessible to land- 
ing parties of marines from the Des 
Moines, the Chester and the Dolphin.

Smallpox and fevers are spreading. 
Several cases classed in the hospita 
as “percunoius fever” are said to bear 
striking resemblance tp yellow fever.

Since the siege 
began, business has been conducted 
almost as usual except during the 
first few days when the rebels made 
determined efforts to force entrance 
into.the city.

MILLION-DOLDAR PROJECT BY 
LOS ANGELES MEN. 


Fifty-Thousand Acres in Modoc 
County to Blossom—Application Is 
Filed With Railroad Commission. 


| Waste Waters of Lake to Be Di- 


verted and Used. ~ 


Los Angeles men are planning the 
reclamation of 50,000 acres of desert 
land in Modoc county at an estimated 
cost of $1,000,000. The work will be 


tdone under the name of the Modoc 


County Irrigation Company, of which 
A. T. Currier is president and T. B. 
Wilde the vice-president and genera! 
manager. Currier is a pioneer South- 
ern California fruit grower and the 
owner of much business property in 
this city. Wilde is a mining engi- 
neer. 

The filing of an application with the 
State Railroad Commission yesterday 
for permission to issue not to exceed 
$760,000 in bonds was the initial step 
in the work. The company is capi- 
talized at $1,000,000. Approximate- 
ly $85,000 of the proceeds from the 
bond issue will be used to pay off ob- 
ligations of the Surprise Valley Waea- 
ter Company, whose property the new 
company has absorbed. The remainder 
will be used for the reclamation work. 


Modoc county is a country of start- 
ling contrasts. These are most glar- 
ingly evident in the Surprise Valley 
where the Los Angeles company will 
do its work. It is a:shallow basin 
fifty miles in length and ten miles in 
width, where the desert lies cheek by 
jowl with some of the most intensely- 
cultivated and best-watered land in 
this entire State. 


VALUABLE LAND. 


Along the west of the valley runs 
the Warner range, whose summits and 
sides carry some of the finest standing 
timber in this country. From these 
timbered sides descend numerous 
streams to brawl! their way through 
green meadows and past old farm land 


luntil swallowed up in three stagnant 


lakes, known respectively as Upper, 
Lower and Middle Alkali lakes. 

Since the days of the Modoc Ind@ian 
wars these mountain streams have 
been used to bring the west side of 


‘Tthe valley into a state of cultivation 


that has made it one of the richest 
regions of equal extent in the State. 
Here are old -farmsteads, many of 
them descended from the origina: set- 
tlers. These settlers, nearly without 
exception, were discharged soldiers 
from Ft. Bidwell, the Rock of Gibral- 
ter of the whole north half of the 
State during the Modoc uprising. 

Beyond the alkali lakes to the east, 
the valley is a waste of volcanic ash 
and disintegrating rock, for no streams 
run into the valley from the moun- 
tains on the Nevada side. It is this 
desert land that the Modoc County Ir- 
rigation Company proposes to reclaim 
by bringing water from Cowhead 
Lake, a fresh-water well receiving the 
water from the mountains of three 
States, California, Oregon and WNe- 
vada. This lake has an outlet into 
ps alkali lakes of the Surprise Val- 
ey. 

BY WASTE WATERS. 

The scheme of reclamation Is simply 
to divert the waste waters of Cow- 
head Lake to the desert half of the 
valley, instead of letting them go to 
waste. in the stagnant lakes. Rights 
to these waters were secured by the 
company when it took over the Sur- 
prise Valley Water “Company. 

Though the. reclamation project as 
now outlined will affect but 560,000 
acres, there remains an additional 
100,000 acres susceptible of reclama- 
tion. As the Western Pacific has a 
line projected from Bronte, Nev., to 
cross the Surprise Valley to some un- 
known destination in the Northwest, 


it is considered probable that there 
| will shortly be a demand that all lan 
possible will be reclaimed.

suffered a relapse yesterday and is in 
precarious condition. Three 
physicians examined him yesterday 
and found his skull had  ~»been 
fractured by a blow on the head, de- 
livered by one of the assailants. He 
is also suffering greatly from shock 
and has fainting spells. If his condi- 
tfon does not improve a more serious 
charge may be filed against the ten 
men who have confessed to the as- 
sault. 

A new angle growing out of the 
attack developed in Monrovia yester- 
day when City Marshal Miles New- 
man reported to Deputy District At- 
torney Richardson, who is handling 
the case, that he had been attacked 
in the streets of Monrovia by a gang 
of men and badly injured. He ap- 
pealed to Richardson for protection, 
He showed marks on his face and 
body where he had been hit with 
stones thrown by his assailants. 

HUNT WOMAN RIDER. 

While a search was being made 
yesterday for the mysterious young 
woman “night rider’ who was a 
member of the attacking party, de- 
tectives from the District Attorney's 
office were started on a quiet Investi- 
gation of the whole affair. The mat- 
ter will be placed before the grand 
jury next Monday. 

J. W. Marvey, father of the Harvey 
youths, who played a leading role in 
the assault, was called before 
Richardson yesterday and closely 
questioned.

ASKING CONGRESS TO 
_ INVESTIGATE MOOSE. 


ALLING upon California's Rep- 
C resentatives in Congress to start a 

Congressional investigation of the 
Supreme Lodge, Loyal Order of 
Moose, and charging that supreme cf- 
ficers are using their official positions 
for individual gain, nearly 1000 Los 
Angeles “expelled’’ members of the 


tional resolutions. 

The “expelled” Moose are members 
of the old Lodge No. 386, which has 
been outlawed by Supreme Dictator 
Dorn and his associates, and which 
in turn has repudiated the supreme 
officers while professing allegiance to 
all subordinate lodges and the order 
of Moose, generally. 

The action last night was taken at 
Moose Hall, Third and Main s 
with N. Banks Cregier, dictator of the 
lodge, presiding. After the reading of 
the resolutions the members adopted 
them with a ringing cheer and with- 
out a dissenting vote. The resolu- 
tions in part follow: 

“We hereby declare it as our be- 
lief that the individuals now discharg- 
ing the duties of supreme officers and 
administering the affairs of our B8u- 
preme Lodge are unfit to hold the of- 
fices which they occupy, and that their 
manner of conducting the business of 
the Supreme Lodge is such as will 
inevitably disgrace and disrupt the 
order. 

“We charge that the Loyal Order of 
Moose is now being ruthlessly ex- 
ploited by a small coterie of less than 
a dozen men who are conducting its 
affairs with an eye single to their own 
advantage; that they are enriching. 
themselves at the expense of the rank 
and file of the order. 

“We charge that by questionable 
means they have strengthened their 
control of the approximately $900,000 
a year revenue exacted by the Su- 
preme from the subordinate 
lodges. 

“We charge that these individuals 
have organized an insurance company 
which hag no official connection with 
the order and from which the order 
does not profit. On the contrary, they 
control the company as indivjduals, 


and business is solicited from “"mem- 


Moose order last night adopted sensa- , 


bers of the order on fraternal grounds. 
They have established a* mail-order 
business for their private profit, using 
the prestige of the order to obtain 
business among members. They have 
organized a cloak and suit house for 
the ‘benefit’ of the wives and daugh- 
ters of members of the order. They 
have organized a social branch, to 
which only Moose may belong, and to 
which they permit them to pay still 
more dues. They are publishing a 
lodge journal, which every member of 
the order is compelled to take wheth- 
er he wants it or not, and they extract 
$80,000 a year from the subordinate 
lodges to support this worthless or- 
gan. 

“We charge that these officials, in 
their capacity as officers of the private 
life-insurance company, have negoti- 
ated with themselves as supreme of- 
ficers of the order, ana sought to put 
through deals whereby their life in- 
surance company would finance the 
erection of clubhouses for subordinate 
lodges under their jurisdiction. We 
call attention to the case of Cleveland 
Lodge No. 63, which exposed and in- 
dignantly repudiated one of these at- 
tempted deals, whereby the life insur- 
ance company was to ‘finance’ for 
$500,000 the erection of a building 
which cost less than half that amount. 
In an announcement, which thé mem- 
bers of No. 63 sent to other Moose 
lodges, they. said: “We want to be 
heard so that the Loyal Order of 
Moose of the World may know of the 
treatment of a sister lodge by your 
supreme officers under various aliases.’ 

“We charge that they have voted 
themselves fat salaries and prodigal 
expense accounts for traveling and 
other uses. Over the spending of the 
huge income from the rank and file 
the subordinate lodges and the rank 
and file have no practical, if any theo- 
retical,. control, 

“We appeal to United States Sen- 
ator John D. Works, Congressman 
Charles W. Bell and Congressman 
Willlam D. Stephens, whose constit- 
uents we are, to take such steps as 
may be necessary to provide for a 
Congressional investigation of the mis- 
use of the funds of the order by these 
officials. We believe that nothing

COUNTRY, OF THEE.” 

The population of the United States 
of America amounts in round numbers to 
100,000,000 souls. They are in their funda 
mentals of the best blood in the world 
They are in actuality the most intelligent, 
moral and right-thinking people the sun 
shines on today. But— 

But they are in actuality anything but 
homogeneous. They are today a conglom- 
eration of people of all the bloods in the 
universe, of all stages of development, of 
all kinds of views from a conservatism as 
obstinate as that of the English House of 
Lords to e Socialism that leads to the door 
and through the door into anarchy. 

Politically, we are of many creeds, and 
our political battles are fierce, if not san- 
guinary. From the hall where the Senate 
meets to the ward gathering, all over the 
country, the conflict of opinion is almost 
without restraint, sometimes going beyond 
all restraint. 

Such is the American people in times of 
peace; but when the American Eagle 
screams in warlike spirit Americans be- 
come all of one sentiment, see things from 
one point of view, and present a wall of 
solid adamant against any foreign foe. 
Americans for the most part are righteous- 
minded, and their ardent wish is*“my coun- 
try, may she always be right.” But they 
are also very much of the sentiment of the 
American naval hero who said, “My coun 
try, right or wrong!” This is the outcome 
of a spirit of the most ardent patriotism 
in whfch the flag becomes a sacrament, “an 
outward visible sign of an inward spiritual 
grace” wiiich is an from high 
heaven. 

It has been said that patriotism is 
tense in inverse proportion to the ani 1 
of a man’s country. It is also said that 
patriotism is a sentiment of half-barbarous 
peoples, weakening with the spread of high 
civilization. If these views are half cor- 
rect, then America, with her vast territo- 
rial possessions and high civilization, should 
be lacking in patriotism. That the state- 
ments quoted above are not correct may 
be taken as established from the ardent pa- 
triotism that fires the American heart of 
today with ag fierce fires as those that 
burned on the field of Marathon, on those 
of Lexington and Bunker Hill, of Gettys- 
burg and of Shiloh. 

True Americans are too courageous and 


| too intelligent to submit their views to the 


pencil of any leader. They have always 
the courage of their convictions and the 
words in which to express them in eloquent 
‘Phrase. But when it comes to a foreign 
war, and having expressed their opinion, 
they will then forget all differences and di- 
vergences of views and march with the 
tread of a mighty army against the invad- 
ing foe, or to invade the country of the 
people who dares to offer an insult to the 
flag, to do an injury to our fellow-citizens, 
or to defy our demands. 

All just-minded Americans deprecate war 


and only consent to enter into war under 


dire provocation. But when the war comes, 
without regard to the grounds on which it is 
based, they are all for the flag, all for the 
country. Faction is forgotten; the bitter- 
hess of political antagonism stified. How 
quickly an American Congress will appro- 
priate money for war! How quickly Amer- 
ican citizens will shed their blood in de- 
fense of the flag, to uphold American hon- 
or, or to avenge an insult to the country or 
the flag! 

It is a proud thing to have people of 
these noble sentiments, and perhaps, after 
all, War may not be the worst thing that 

could fall as an affliction on a people. If it 
unites the country in a common sentiment 
it may purify our spirit somewhat from 
intolerant political prejudice and make us 
better in the end. 

War is a dire thing and needs something 
to justify it, and we shall all hope that if 
war has come it will bring its blessings to 
all of us and not prove an unmixed evil. 


PURPOSES OF LIFE. 

A sustained purpose is designated as 
an “ambition.” When the purpose ceases 
to be sustained it is known as a “dead am- 
bition” and left unburied. Novel writers 
are particularly fond of crediting the “hero” 
with dead ambitions and dead ideals, which, 
of course, are to be resuscitated by the 
“inspiration” of the “one woman.” Hence 
we term stuff that deals with such themes 
“fiction.” 

The purposes of life from childhood to 
the further days of maturity are seldom 
unvaried. Breathes there a healthy, nor- 
mal youngster: who never wanted to be @ 
pirate or some villainous creature of simi 
lar hue? The child, having no conception 
of cruelty, imagines that slaughtering foe- 
men is infinitely more pleasant than cutting 
down weeds. The next phase of ambition 
takes the form of determination to win 
fame, honor or money. In very few in: 
stances the ultimate quest is not addressed 
entirely to the pursuit of money. All other 
ambitions are usually decapitated by the 
janizaries of Pluto. 

. Even the trend of the college is to equip 
men and women for one success in iife— 
for success in making money. . Culture, the 
deep culture that is the heritage of study 
and thought, is not so prized as the made 
to-order refinement exemplified in valuable 
paintings, costly books, prodigious decora 
tions that any man with money may pur 
chase, and but few enjoy. 

We cannot believe that men understand: 
ingly set out to “make money” simply be 
cause they want to get hold of it that they 
may have a riotous time spending it again. 
Men don’t go into commercial enterprises 
as a navvy goes forth to work—simply to 
elave until he has a large enough sum to 
furnish a “celebration!” Yet that seems 
to be the idea that causes many, many 
young persons to develop mercenary ambi- 
tions. They say: 
and then enjoy it.” They have pledged 
themselves to a false purpose—if they can- 
not find pleasure in the work that will 
bring them money, but few will ever make 
the coveted fortune. The men who succeed 
ewjoy their work, whether in finance or in 
letters. The fellow who goes into the pro- 
fession of law simply to make money either 
develops into a crook or into a disappoint- 
ment to himself. It is the fellow who loves 
forensic battles, who rejoices in the intrica- 


cies of logic and the psychology of argu- | 


ments that succeeds—and the finances of 
it, while important, are secondary. 

It sometimes happens that men make 
money and grow tired.of the business. In 
looking about for some means to enjoy life 
they present a sorrowful spectacie; they 
have failed to develop the powers of intelil- 


gent enjgy ment. The man who enjoys his

as the constarntly-increasing area of cultl-_ 
vated land demands more and more irriga- 
tion during the summer months. The stor- 


age of water is nothing else but water | 


farming, and water farming is absolutely 
necessary in a land which has to depend so 
largely on irrigation farming as Southern 
California does. 

To arrange to store water is much bet- 


ter than to build huge storm drains to carry 
it away. A vast amount of wasted water 


goes down the San Gabriel River beds—it 
has more than one—every wet season. Up 
to the present, largely on account of the 
cost, proper consideration has not been 
given to the problem of conserving that 


water, but it would seem to be a@ subject | 
that should no longer be shelved. County 


officials are alive to the fact that the pro}- 


ect, although a large one, is a public ne- 


cessity. 

Water farming, which in other words is 
intelligent water conservation, is a matter 
of such immense importance that slipshod 
methods of dealing with floods such as have 
obtained in the past should be done away 
with as quickly as possible and the storage 
of water be systematically tackled.

EMANCIPATE THE RED MEN. 


BY LOUISE KELLER. 


The Indians of a right ought to be free 
American citizens; instead they are vir- 


It seems pathetic to see old men and old 
women dictated to by a petty civil service 
farmer from the Middle West who is en- 
tirely ignorant of California soils, climate 
= people and who has never seen irriga- 
tion. 

If an Indian should presume to have any 
ideas of his own he would promptly be 


told: “You must.obey me er I'll send you 
to jail.. The United States government is 
back of me.” 


Should the Indian take the initiative in 
planting crops or in rearing his children he 
would soon see an automobile bringing the 
superintendent to tell him that his little 
ones will be taken away from him and sent 
to the Indian schools at a distance and he 
put in jail if he should dare to do such 
things again. 

The farmer has a modern home, armed 
like an arsenal. His guns are in plain view 
and always loaded. He and his wife, ihe 
field matron, speak of the Indians as “our 
inferiors.”” They attend the Indian memo- 
rial services for the dead, called la flesta, 
and laugh and make sport of their most #a- 
cred rites. All of this makes the red men 
hate the whites with a hatred that is sim- 
ply intense. 

They are held in subjugation by fear, and 
the men who are in authority over them 
are in constant fear—the result is a nervous 


strain which is detrimental to all con- 


cerned. 

If each Indian were given a quarter sec- 
tion to do with as he sees fit, we should | 
have peace and good will among the In- 
dians, who would prove to be our best 
citizens, for they have never known any 
other country or any other government 
than our own United States. 

The Ethiopians and the Mexicans were 
never placed on reservations, yet when 
given the right of suffrage they were as 
helpless as so many children. They have 


aid 
from the government. 

These Indians of today have been edu- 
cated in Indian schools and in public schools 
with which the government has a contract. 
They converse in Indian, Spanish and Eng- 
lish. They can read and write better than 
the average poor white people from the 
South and Middle West. They can sing 
and whistle and dance, and when it comes 
to grazing, farming or domestic science our 
Indians sabe as much as those who are 
trying to teach them. 

The law states that Indians living in 
tribes on the reservation are not taxed and 
are not allowed to vote, yet when a white 
civil service farmer wishes to be elected 
a school trustee, to have a friend of his 
elected or to have a certain amendment 
passed he has them registered and makes 
everyone vote. 

. The red men are Americans and they 
should be free. What crime have they com- 
mitted that they should be kept Prisoners? 
From birth to death they are under guard. 
Someone is ready with a gun and the 
threat: “You must obey me or Ill report 
you to the government and have you made 
an example of!” 

“Tf given land they may sell it or they 
may give it away.” That is true, but white 
men have done the same. They have just 
as much right to live their own lives and 
to move to Cuba, if they wish, as you or I, 
my dear public. 

“They are savages?” Oh, no; they are 
not savages. The prisoners in any place 
hate those in authority over them and rebel 
and act ugly. They are only human, You 
and I and all of us should act the same 
way under the same circumstances. 

“They are superstitious and celebrate la 
fiesta.” 

We are all superstitious when it comes 
to telling the truth, and we all like sym- 
bols and ceremonies, even in our lodge 
rooms. 

“They dance and sing to drive disease 
away.” Well, what fs that but showing the 
power of mind over matter? The patient 
forgets his troubles—his mind becomes in- 
terested in the singing and dancing, and 
presto! he is well! 

If these people were given their rights, 
they would mingle with the other human 
beings on this globe and intermarry to the 
betterment of the races. The Indian is 
virile. He is quick to learn and sses 
a most retentive memory. He is a loyal 
friend and, if given the ballot, would make 
the best kind of a citizen. 

Why import tgnorant foreigners—wnho are 
mostly anarchists—when we have such good 
agriculturists and graziers on the govern- 
ment reservations? 

Let us celebrate the opening of the canal 
by emancipating the red men.

Pacific Glacier, in Alaska, at the head 
of Glacier Bay, has been “playing In- 
dian” with Canada by giving her a 
harbor on the Alaskan coast and then 
taking it back again, according to 
Prof. Lawrence Martin of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, who has returned 
after making a survey of the glaciers 
in that region for the National 
Geographic Society. 

Glacier Bay, wholly within Amert- 
ean territory when the Canadian 
boundary treaty was made, w ex- 
tended into Canadian territory ring 
the summer of 1912 by the ‘reces- 
sion of the Grand Pacific glacier, 
thereby giving Canada harbor facili- 
ties, much to the _ gratification of 
Canadian -efficiais, according to the 
press of Canada at the time.

‘COMMISSION RULE EVILS. 


Has Been a Continual Lowering of 
the Dignity and Efficiency in New 
York City. 

{Indianapolis News:) There has 
been a well founded apprehension of 
the growth of bureaus and commis- 
siong to administer various features 
of the executive power of our governt- 
ment, Federal, State and municipal. It 
means not merely a multiplication of 
governmental forms, an increase 'n 
complexity, but a vast increase in the 
army of officeholders and a tremen- 
Gous increase of expense. A free peo- 
ple is always alert and ready to pro- 


test against any increase in the com- 
plexity of public administration. But 
the “commission” evil consists not 


merely in multiplication. Time begins 
to show that the new devices are sub- 
ject to the same decay and deteriora- 
tion that other forms are, and that in 
instances they present merely a change 
in form with little if any correspond- 
i value in service. In other words, 
it is the new broom that sweeps clean. 
As soon as the commission broom 
grows old it breaks the hope to the 
heart while keeping it to tha ear. 

New York hag two public service 
commissions, one for the city and one 
for the State. The members of both 
are appointed by the Governor. The 
commission for the New York city dis- 
trict cost $1,059,453 in 1900. It has 
steadily increased since then, and for 
this year asks $2,200,000 for its ex- 
penses. Yet with this doubling in cost 
in seven years the commission has 
steadily geteriorated in quality since 
Gov. Hughes set the standards in the 
beginning. The New York World puts 
it thus: 

“In tts personnel the commission 
never commanded so little respect as 
it does today, after nearly seven years’ 
existence. It never manifested less ca- 
pacity for the important duties im- 
posed upon it by law. Its whole rec- 
ord of futility, inefficiency and extrav- 
agance is such as to discredit the sys- 
tem of government regulation of pub- 
lic service corporations by state au- 
thority. The deeper it digs into ‘he 
elty treasury the less the city gets 
back in actual services for the benefit 
of the public.” 

Here certainly is a warning for the 
whole country. When the service com- 
mission laws were enacted in New 
York, they were highly commended. 
Yet in these few years, with all of the 
blazing light of pubiicity, and the great 
stage on which the New York com- 
mission acts, there is a lamentable in- 
crease in cost.and a decrease in effi- 
clency that are enough to make the 
average man ask if we Americans have 
forgotten how to govern ourselves or 
found that we cannot do it. Is _ it im-

[New York World:] In 1918 the 
Seven naval powers of the world 
spent $797,948,900 upon their war 
fleets. The United States spent $140,- 
800,643, more than twice as much as 
in 1863, at the height of the Civil 
War. Great Britain spent $236,713,- 
489, in spite of which her tories 
shriek for more ships to meet the 
“menace” of Germany, which spent 
$111,270,025. Japan spent out of her 
bitter poverty $48,105,161. 

The great nations pour out much 
more treasure on armies than on 


| navies. Lloyd-George’s old estimate of 


$2,250,000,000 a year for the world’s 
war costs is now far below the fact. 
Perhaps $2,000,000,000 igs nearer the 
annual total. 


Yet $800,000,000 is a tespectabie. 


sum. It equals the value of the wheat 
crop of the United States, with nine- 
tenths of the potato crop added.

“In the same way it is now pro- 
d to buy the system of the local 
ollywood water company and make 
this a direct charge upon the users 
of that water, either through an in- 
crease of their rates or the forma- 
tion of a local district for the issu- 
ance of bonds. 

“In view of these facts, it would 
seem that the voting of these bonds 
would not benefit Hollywood, but on 
the contrary, citizens of this district 
would not only have to carry bonds 
for the water system, but in some 
manner would have te carry. addition- 
al burdens in order to obtain municl- 
pal light.”
